in dlscnsalng the rise of AmoVlca and the gradual 
but very suro decadence or England thore is one 
point which I think both Journalists and travellers 
om it to note. It Is this:—In your country the whole 
mass of the population, high and low, rich and 
poor, the uppe r ten and the lower millions, have but 
oao common national Interest to serve, one common 
object, which la that of tho prosperity of the whole 
ropiibllc to advance. I don’t say that you all go 
abo .I ihU In the same way. 
You have y our 
dl.'Tcrcnccs of 
political opinion, 
and you 
will 
always have them, 
w ithout them the governm ent 
of your great country would subside Into the m ost 
objectionable form of class, or even family, rule. But 
there is not in the S ta tes-a n d how thankful you all 
ought to be for It—that determ ined clashing of class 
InteresU which Is the curse and m ust ever prove 
the ruin of countries governed as England Is, by an 
hereditary aristocracy. 
It is this never-ending w ar­ 
fare between class and class, between those born of 
high family and those of humble origin, that is the real 
sore, the true and Incurable cancer, which Is eating 
away tho vltat parts of the nailon. 
Thus that which 
th e landed gentry wish to m aintain, and which they 
flght to support, u no doubt the ruin of the laboring 
classes. The rise oí the latter roust cause the fall 
and decay of the form er; and it Is in this light, and 
keeping tlils great fact before your e y e s -a fact 
•which Engllahmeu most determ lredly 
Ignore—

Eag'and, to say nothing of the troubles of Ireland, 
and It IS with those rem arks that I shall Introduce 
the subject which to now tho roost im portant of the 
day.

Another is Bmll Aoollas, 
urofessor of law, born at La Chátre, departm ent of 
Indro. in 1826, an em inent w riter on political and 
social liberty and a stanch republican, who at pres- 
eut, sick at Geneva, has sent to Victor Hugo a pam ­ 
phlet written by him, entitled “ Guerre au x Mon-^ 
archies.” lu which he charges the League with being 
too suaiiUer in modo, vacillatmg between peace and 
liberty, falsely assuming a condition of tranquU luty 
and showing lukowarmnosa towards tho labor move­ 
ment, while he plainly hints at the broth being 
spoiled by the numerous lawyers to the Cougreaa. 
The flrst assembly lu Geneva, he contends, held on

The 
oirorts of the latter tlesorvo encouragement, and 
those who disparage them should consider that the 
movement is yet In its tiitancy, and that m order to 
rear the oak oue m ust urst plant the acorn.

Before I8O6 Austria was a bundle of na­ 
tionalities, lauguagcB and religions, held together by 
the siern will of the House of Hapaburg. ABor tne 
crushing defeat of Sadowa It was found th at tbs 
bundle was too large to be kept togetner by tne 
strongest bauds. 
Venice woa cast out entirely aud 
the empire divided Into two parts. So Peath waa 
given the taak of managing tne populations eaat of 
ho river Leltha, or wiiat Is known in history os the 
C'own of St. Stephan, now usually called Translel- 
tlianla, or ihecoutury beyond the Lcitlia. To Vienna 
waa assigned the governaient of tho populations west 
of tho Leiiha, or ClsleiiUama. Bv this arrangem ent 
which Count Beast effected with tho Hungarians it 
may be said that a new form ot government has 
been introduced into tne world. Cajsarism, oligar­ 
chies, constitutional monarchies, confederations, 
have all had their day,-and somo of them have It 
Btill. 
Cut this Is, I believe, the flrst time lu history 
that dualism 
has found 
an 
organized 
and 
acknowledged political existence. In the philoso­ 
phical and religious systems of all races, both civil­ 
ized and savage, dualism hoa found a place. The 
Ormuzd and Arlmanes of tho ancient Persians are 
known to every student. 
Tho ancient Slavonic 
nations had their bright and their black gods. The 
Indians of America and tho trlbea of Africa have 
thetr duallallc system of deities also. The majority 
worship 
the 
benevolent deliy, but there are 
some who worship tho black and malevolent one. 
1 have seen in travelling la the countries of 
the trana-Caucasua a tribe of so-callod dovii wor­ 
shippers, who prayed and offered sacriflces to the 
evil spirit, 
ou asking them the reason ot this, they 
answered th at the good deity would not injure 
them, even If they did not pray; but that the evli 
one needed appeasing, otherwise thoir lives and 
prosperity would be in danger. Dualism In phllo- 
sopy la purely speculative, and as it Is never applied 
to th e affalia ot life has little slgnlflcance except os 
a mental plaything, and th at rather In history than 
In the present time. Connt Ueuat’s dualism la pocn- 
har in two respects. First. It Is dualism applied to 
practical Ufa; second. It la dualism with two bene­ 
volent ruling Powers. At least that la tne opinion 
these Powers have of Uiemsolves.

Two-thirds or Bohemia, 
winch is Imbued with Hussltlsm anü lduo< of reform­ 
ing the Church on a natioual basis, is in an opposi­ 
tion of the sternest and flercest character. All 
Austrian Poland, with the exception of a few of tne 
nobility wDo are bound to Vleuna by ties of interest, 
is in tlie opposition. .Southern Austria, whick has a 
large Slavonic population, is largely in the opposi­ 
tion. 
w e And in Austria a great majority of the popnla- 
tlon opposing the government from a varioty of mo­ 
tives. If m ere were a unity of pin pose among them 
the government, of course, could not stand, at least 
on a constltuiional basis. Tills division and the 
overruling of majorities by cleverly m anipulated 
niinoritiea is tbe ouly means tbe governm ent bos of 
keeping on lu legs—a pour means of support; 
Vienna Is an agreeable city for the traveller or the 
m an of pleasure, who wishes to spend a lew months 
w ithout regard to tho cares of life. All Viennese are 
passionately fond of their Imperial city, with Its 
flue buildings.

Yesterday's BIcctloiis-New York City and 
State and the Other States Concerned. 
The returns of our Stato election, as far as 
received, indicate the success of the demo­ 
cratic Stato ticket; but the republicans have 
a working majority in tho Legislature. 
Tho 
democrats 
lose 
heavily 
in 
the 
city, 
but 
the 
republicans, 
beyond 
Spuyten 
Duyvil, loso heavily throughout the State. 
Tho election has gone by default on a short 
vote, after the fashion of the late October 
elections. 
In this city tho vote, as compared 
with that of last year, shows a democratic loss 
of over twenty-flvo thousand, and a deficiency 
in tho aggregate vote of nearly forty thousand.

The democratic loss, in the next place, is over 
four thousand on their last year’s majority in 
Kings, 80 that on crossing Spuyten Duyvil they 
have nothing left of Hoffman’s majority in the 
State. 
It appears, however, that while they 
relaxed their efforts in this metropolitan dis­ 
trict and its surroundings, where they had no 
fears of losing anything, they increased their 
efforts in the rural districts, with the fixed 
purpose of gaining the 
Legislature, thus 
changing their plan of operations. 
The most remarkable feature in tho city 
vote this year is in the splendid run of Horace 
Greeley. 
He stands ahead of Sigel over 
eighteen hundred votes, whereas it was gen­ 
erally supposed that Sigel would have led 
his ticket by a handsome figure. 
In the 
interior, however, where we had supposed 
Greeley would bo very strong, ho seems to be 
comparatively weak—a mystery which per­ 
haps may be solved by his compromising 
policy on lager beer and his bail for Jeff Davis 
and some other things of that sort. 
To sum up the general results in tho Stoto, 
they will signify practically little or nothing 
without a change in tho Legislature, which, 
according to our lates returns, appears to be 
more strongly republican on joint ballot than 
the last. 
Our returns from Massachusetts show no 
material change In the general result com­ 
pared with that of last November, while in 
Now Jersey and Wisconsin the comparative 
gains seem to be on the republican side. 
In 
Illinois the election was limited to a oonstitu- 
tutional an<^ jjunt^ oíÓceré’ ^ ‘flFentlon, and 
the results' aré therefore of but little conse­ 
quence one way or the other. 
Minnesota has 
doubtless gone republican, as usual, and 
Maryland democratic by a reduced majority. 
From the elections of Vermont and Maine 
In September to these of November compara­ 
tive apathy and indifference among the people 
have prevailed and a short vote has been In 
every case tho result. 
There have been In 
these elections no national candidates In the 
field and no national Issues directly Involved, 
except In Ohio, where tho question of the rati­ 
fication of the fifteenth amendment brought out 
a very respectable popular vote, resulting 
In the success of the amendment. 
We see, 
too, that, looking over the whole field from 
September to November, the administration of 
President Grant substantially holds the ground 
gained for the republicans by General Grant 
as the chosen leader and expounder of the 
party. 
We expect, too, that in the develop­ 
ment 
of 
his 
policy 
be 
will 
become 
by next 
fall tho 
universally proclaimed 
republican 
candidate for 
the 
succession, 
and the elections of 1870 for a new Congress 
will turn upon the merits of his administration. 
Thus, by the force of circumstances, the dead 
Issuea upon which the Northern democracy 
have been after a fashion holding together will 
be oast aside, and the loaders and man­ 
agers of 
the 
party will 
be 
compelled 
to 
take

now 
departure. 
In 
this 
view 
of 
the 
revolution 
accomplished, 
and tho new epoch about to open in our politi­ 
cal history, we call again upon the Sachems of 
Tammany Hall to look about them and shape 
their programme to the new order of things. 
Including the nigger and the South, and for 
the campaign, not of 1860, but of 187S. 


The centraliBatlon of power in the hands of 
individuah of vast wealth or of wealthy oor- 
poratlons is the tendency of the age, and may, 
unless carefully watched and ohooked, prove 
more injurious to the interests and liberties of 
tho people than a politioal despotism. 
In no 
case are there greater evils to be apprehended 
than from the telegraph monopoly. 
Railroad 
corporations or combinations may tax the 
public enormously for travel or traosportatioa 
of freight to pay dividends on Inflated sto ck - 
on stock watered three or four times over, and 
raising it several hundred per cent over the 
original cost of the roads—but this is not as 
great an evil as imposing a heavy tax 
upon the business Communications, 
social 
lutercourse, 
news 
and 
intelligence 
of 
the 
whole 
community. 
Yet 
this 
is 
so under the existing telegraph monopoly. 
The tariff of charges is based upon a stock 
three or four hundred per cent In nominal 
value over the capital actually expended. One 
great company has absorbed nearly all the 
other telegraph companies, and by this skilful 
combination has been enabled to charge what­ 
ever it wiphes. 
Tho power of this ono is so 
great that hardly any other can exist. 
Com­ 
petition is out of the question. 
The people 
have no remedy, for they must use the tele­ 
graph, and are compelled to pay whatever the 
monopoly demands. 
Neither State nor fed­ 
eral laws can reach tho monopolists, and tlie 
public has no protection. 
If this business wore like the ordinary busi­ 
ness in trade or commerce, where people can 
have their choice in dealing, where they can 
make their own bargains or transfer their cns- 
tom from one place to another to suit them­ 
selves and their pockets, govorument interfo- 
rence would be out of the question. 
Or if the 
business of telegraphing wore merely local or 
limited la its operations tho argument against 
government supervision or control might hare 
some reason in it: but it is as extensive aq the 
republic, Intersects every State and Territory 
and involves the interests of every citizen. 
It 
is as broadly national and general in use as 
the Post OiSce. In fact, the time is near when 
it must be used as widely and as much as the 
mails are, and when it will, to a very great ex­ 
tent, supersede the postal service. How absurd, 
then, to suppose this mighty agent of every­ 
day life, intelligence and civilization can remain 
in the hands of an irresponsible private mo­ 
nopoly t 
How ridiculous to talk of its being 
under the control of a few individuals I The pub­ 
lic interests demand that the government shall 
take possession of and control the telegraph. 
It is folly to talk of the vested interests of a 
few men and stock speculators when the wel­ 
fare of the whole community and cheap com­ 
munication throughout every section of the 
country are In question. 
Besides, the gov­ 
ernment 
will 
be under the necessity of 
connecting the telegraph system with the 
postal 
service soon, 
or the latter will 
booome a heavy burden upon the Trea­ 
sury. 
With the progress of telegraphing 
the Post Office la less than ten years will not 
pay half the expense of supporting it if the 
telegraph be not under the management of 
government. 
As to tho argument of the 
present telegraph monopolists that tho rate of 
charges oould not be materially reduced under 
government control, that is all bosh. 
They 
make the business pay well on a stock 
watered three or four hundred per cent. 
We 
are satisfied the rate of charges need not be 
over a third of what it is now under proper 
government management. 
What a vast saving 
this would be to the public I 
Congress should 
at once adopt the necessary measures, either 
by purchasing the existing liuhs at a fair valu­ 
ation, based upon their cost, or establish anew 
and general system of its own. 
This is one of 
the most important and necessary measures of 
the time and should be taken up without delay. 


F rance^T he Em peror'a Policy. 
It will be seen from a cable despatch which 
we print this morning that a rumor of some 
weeks’ standing, and which has already ap­ 
peared in the H e r a l d , has been revived. The 
Emperor Napoleon is bent on a general Euro­ 
pean disarmament. 
It is expected that on the 
occasion of the opening of the Chambers on the 
29th Inst, he will make the subject a promi­ 
nent feature of his address. 
It is said that 
when Lord Clarendon was last at the Tuileries 
the matter was discussed, and that his lord­ 
ship was able to say that the British govern­ 
ment would heartily endorse such a policy. 
General Fleury, it is also said, has gone to St. 
Petersburg to express the Emperor’s views 
and to induce the Czar to back them up. 
It 
is supposed that Prussia alone of the great 
Powers will be UQwilling to disarm to any 
great extent. 
It Is not our opinion that If 
disarmament Is at all heartily gone into by 
the other great Powers Prussia will sUnd In 
the way. 
If l>y this means Napoleon expecta 
to embarráis Prnssia it !s our opinion he will 
count without his host. 
Disarmament, how­ 
ever, has become a necessity, and, if carried 
oat, it will be a blessing to Europe. 
To our 
mind the ne'ws is maiuly valuable for the 
evidence it furnishes that the Emperor, yield­ 
ing to increasing infirmities, has given up the 
ráíeofwar. ___________________

or debt as a part of the public debt, which Mr. 
McCuUooh always Included. Still the debt has 
been actually diminished, including the bonds 
issued to the Pacific Railroad and the interest 
accrued thereon. 
Wo cannot see why Mr. 
Boutwoll does not Include these as a part of 
the public debt. 
There is little doubt that the 
government will have to pay the Pacific Rail­ 
road bonds in the end, and it now has to pay 
regularly the interest on them, notwithstanding 
the enormous grants of land to the company and 
the vast earnings of the road. 
The amount of 
Interest paid and that accrued is upwards of 
six millions of dollars, while the drawback on 
that for transportation of mails and other 
services is less than two millions. 
Of course 
the company has paid np mouey, and, wo sup­ 
pose, never will pay any. 
Though a great and 
necessary work, it is a stupendous job, and 
the people will have to pay both principal and 
Interest, while the managers and «tockholders 
become wealthy from the proceeds. 
Tho 
Pacific Railroad bonds should be included in 
our national Indebtedness. 
There is within a fraction of ninety millions 
of gold in the Treasury, exclusive of gold cer­ 
tificates. 
There is sufficient to buy up and 
cancel over a hundred millions of five-twenties, 
which if so applied would save six millions in 
gold a year in interest to the Treasury. 
Why, 
then, keep this vast som locked up^ and unpro- 
ducUvo?^ J b o hoardl:^ Jt 
n^J (itpUiistS 
specie payments. 
Selling it gradiialiy might 
bring down the premium on gold oonsiderabiy. 
Although the Secretary continues to sell eight 
millions a month In the market, the accumula- 
tion in the Treasury goes on. 
If Mr. Bout- 
well’s vaults were empty to-day he would have 
a surplus at th» end of the mouth, for the 
revenue receipts in gold oome in steadily and 
faster than the demand for paying coin interest 
on the debt. 
It must continue to be so from, 
the very nature of our trade and the increas­ 
ing demand all the time for foreign importa­ 
tions as population, wealth and commerce 
increase. 
There is no necessity for hoarding 
gold in the Treasury. 
The Secretary only 
needs a few millions on hand at any time as 
a check upon the gold speculators. 
All the 
rest—nearly the whole of the ninety millions 
now on hand—is dead capital and a loss to 
tho country of six millions of gold a year. 
If 
the reserve of the precious metal in the Trea­ 
sury could have the effect of facilitating specie 
payments, or of being the representative of our 
currency, as the reserve in the Bank of England 
Is, there would be reason iu bolding it for that 
purpose; but it has no suoh effect. 
The con­ 
sequence is the interest on this vast amount of 
dead capital is lost to the country. 
Will Mr. 
Boutweli consider this, and adapt his financial 
policy to the lawa of political economy and 
common sense ?________________ 


The DalmatUiii Tn>vbl«. 
It appears that the military operations com­ 
menced by Austria in Dalmatia bare been 
suspended In consequence of a heavy snow 
fall. 
This little affair which has broken out 
on tho eastern shores of tho Adriatic, what­ 
ever may be its final result, revives some 
almost forgotten memories. 
Dalmatia, In 
ancient times, was at once much larger and 
much more important than it is now con­ 
sidered. 
Dalmatia proper includes not only 
the Austrian portion on the coast, but more 
inland provinces of Turkey called the Herze­ 
govina. 
The whole of this ancient domain 
fell into tho hands of tho Romans in the tims 
of Augustus, after a struggle of near a hun­ 
dred years. 
The 
Emperor Diocletian was 
wont to reside there at bis palace at Spalato. 
It was lost to the Romans about the year 620. 
For some time a portion of the country was 
under the protection of Venice. 
In the six­ 
teenth century it fell into the hands of tho 
Turks, who ruled It for some one hundred 
years. 
In 1797, by the treaty of Campo 
Fomdo, Austria oame Into possession of that 
portion which she now holds, and which bears 
the ancient name. 
From 1805 to 1818 this 
portion was under the sway of Napoleon. 
Marshal Sonit, it will bo remembered, was 
created by Napoleon Duke of Dalmatia. 
The 
fact that risings have taken place in Turkish 
as well as Austrian territory is explained by 
tile fact that the Inhabitants of Dalmatia, 
Herzegovina and Servia all belong to the 
same Slavic race and speak the same dialect. 
Their sympathies are rather with Russia than 
with Austria or Turkey; but they are enthu­ 
siastic lovers of Uberty and independenoe. 
It 
appears that the'pfBBcat trouble has arisen 
out of an attempt on the part of the Austrian 
government to enforce the provisions of the 
new military law. 
In virtue of some privi­ 
leges granted them while nuder the rule of 
the Venetian republio the inhabitants claim 
exemption from military service. 
Tho spirit 
of insurrection is contagious, and Turkish and 
Austrian subjects have got strangely mixed 
up. 
With this statement of tho case wo can 
easily understand the nature of the alliance 
which has just been entered into by Austria 
and Turkey; nor is the rumored jealousy of 
Russia any longer a mystery. 


T h e P a r a g u a y W a s h b u rn .— It seems to 
be getting plainer every day that Mr. Wash­ 
burn’s house as Minister of the United States 
at Paraguay was not only a centre of dissatis­ 
faction, but the headquarters of sentiment 
hostile to Lopez, If not of conspiracy for his 
removal.

the conduct of Lopes toward Waabburu. 


PooB L i t t l e B o s to n .—Boston has peoplo 
who want Mr. Boutweli to sell some gold 
among them.

wUl continue, and that the gradual but sure 
result wiU bo to bind in harmony all classes of 
the Irish people.” This expression presents 
tho true mission of a oonstitutloual statesman, 
and we have no doubt that Mr. Gladstouo,

The evidence, os well of the prosecution os of the

Bepnblican Volunteers of Liberty to surrender their 
arms before four o’clock of the afternoon of Fri­ 
day. Tho enthusiasm exr'tcd in the ropuhUuans 
of Seragossa by the oration of Casielor had not at 
hll subsided, but had. If anything, Increased, not in

Castelar’a 
words were taking deep root m the hoarts of all; 
for sheets contamlng his oration were being sold 
for twoouartosevery day; In lact, you could hear 
nothing hardly spoken of sate the ‘ speech of Cas- 
telar" and the ••barricades of Bare'Iona.”

might be imagined, when the passion of such people 
as bpaniards, and Saragosssnoso at that, were

Alter bmakfast, which was about noon, I again 
leli the Hotel do I’l nlvei-s and travelled uii tho Cos, 
Hie spacious broadway or boulevard-' of Sarngossa, 
whloh sweeps round the cncumicreuce of the city 
on the laud side, couueoi.ng the market place wUh 
Hie suburbs on the oiher side ol the Ebro. Both 
sides or the Coso exhibit tho truces of the cruel war 
and siege of ISOS. The number of snor. marks sitd 
visible proves that tho houses were obsiiiuiiely Uo- 
femled for weeks, even oft.ir the eueniy had possus- 
sion of the ciiy; that cannon were levelled agaiii.st 
iho houses from the streeis, but, owing to their sol­ 
idity, the deiiriiciioii was not so great-not a twen­ 
tieth part as it would bo m a modern city subjected 
to the same awful experience. 
Tho t o.io was full of jwople, and the cliuracter- 
isilcs of the liitiubitants wcru at tins time of the d ly 
seen prominently. The Berner and Moorish blood 
ceur-iiig tlirougli tlieir veins Impelled thorn onward 
witn long and auliuated strl let; now that thulr 
pos.-iious wcie aroused their heads were' thrown 
hauuludy backward, and the tierce, large.

sisted of merely long waistcoats and a shirt, whose 
collar was fluug wide open, exposing the hairy 
breasts, sun-nnnit and weather beaten; tlietv aruls 
were bare and the tough, knotty muscles would 
have been admired.

Axmost of lUese people cairied

The Differenco Between American and British 


National Prosperity. 


LONDON, Oct. IT, 1889. 


In discussing the rise of America and the gradual 


bnt very sure decadence of England there is one 
point which I think both Journalists and travellers 
omit to note. It IB this:—in your country the whole 
mass of the population, high and low, rich and 
poor, the upper ten and the lower millions, have but 
one common national interest to serve, one common 
Dbject, which Is that of ths prosperity of tlie whole 
republic to advance. I don't say that you all go 
about this in the same way. 
Ton have your 


fliorerencea of political opinion, and you Tvlll 
always have them. Without them the government 
of your great country would subside Into the most 
objectionable form ofclass, or even family, rule. Bnt 
there Is not In the States—and how thanEfnl you all 
ought to be for it—that determined clashing of class 
interests which Is .the cnrse and must ever prove 
the ruin of countries governed as England la, by an 
hereditary aristocracy. It la this never-ending war- 
tare between class and class,'between those born of 
nigh family and thoseofhurnbleorigln, that Is the real 
Bore, the true and incurable cancer, which is eating 
away the vital parts of the nation. Thus that which 
the landed gentry wish to maintain, and which they 


• flght to support, Is no doubt tne ruin of the laboring 
classes. The rise of the latter mast cause the fan 
and decay of tha former; and it is in this "light, and 
keeping this groat fact before your eyes—a fact 
•which Englishmen most determinedly Ignore- 
that you should read 
the current history 
of 


England, to say nothing of the troubles of Ireland, 
and it is with these remarks that I shall introduce' 
the subject which is now the most important of the 
day. 


It is the Irish land qnestlon. In this, as in every 


other proposed change or reform in England, there 
are two interests to be consulted. In America the 
welfare of the greatest number would be the kev- 
note by which old iniquito us laws would be swept 
away and new regulations mtrodaced. But it is 
not so here. The Irish peasants are, of course, by 
rat the most numerous body of men that have vital 
interests at stake; but the landowners are by many 
degrees the most aristocratic, and of course the 
more wealthy. In a word it is the old story ol class 
fighting against class, or interests clashing; wits 
other interests, of the lives or millions or poor 
against the wealth and noble blood of hundreds or 
rich.

Tlie Austro-JIungarlsa monarchy may truly be 


called a realm of infinite variety and of unexpected 
surprises. Before 1S6G Austria was a bundle or na- 
tionmtttej, languages and religions, held together by 
the stern will of the House of Hapsburg. After tne 
crushing defeat of Sadowa It was found that the 
bundle was too large to be kept together by the 
strongest bands. Venice was cast out entirely and 
the empire divided Into two parts. So Pesth was 
given the taaS of managing tho populations east of 
the river Leitha, or what is tnown In history as tho 
Ciown of St. Stephan, now usually called Translel- 
thaula, or the country beyond the Leitha. To Vienna 
was assigned the government of the populations west 
of the Leitha, or Clsleithanla. By this arrangement 
which Count Beust effected with the Hungarians it 
may be said that a new form of government has 
been introduced into tne world. Caisarlsm, oligar- 
chies, constitutional monarchies, confederations, 
have all had their day, and some of them have it 
still. Bnt this is, I believe, the first time ia history 
that dualism 
has round 
an 
organized 
and 


acknowledged political existence. In the philoso- 
phical and religious systems of ail races, both civil- 
ized and savage, dualism has found a place. Tho 
Ormuzd and Arimaues of the ancient Persians are 
Known to every student.

The 
Indians or America and the tribes of Africa have 
their duallstic system of deities also.

Be you, if 
you like, General Prim, more inhuman and cruel with tbe ro- 
TolutiouarieB of to-dav than the despotic governments of Gon- 
»ales Bravo and O'DouneH were m their day, but be so with 
frankness and nobleness, for even in crime there can te 
nobleness when it is exempt from hypocrisy. If General 
Trim has given to his snbordinatea the orders to shoot the 
*hief* of the .insurrection who may fall into their hands as 
prisoners, without proper proceedings or defence or any or 
those le<>al preliminaries all clr.Jized nations are accustomed 
to adopt before pronouncing the dread sentence of death 
mgainsi abuman beiag, let us fcnowsoat ooce,soaBnot.to 
throw the tremendous fault upon th» mere instruments of 
anch crueltr. and so that we- may not be surprised nor 
mitoDished when we see recompense conceded to the exccu- 
Gojiers for having complied with the duties of the office they 
fare accepted. In this way all tho fault will fall on the 
nuperior chief who decreed the sentence beforehand. Bat 
if General Prim has not dven these orders, nor the govern- 
ment, authorized them, they have the unavoidable necessity 
*f requiring tbe responsibility from tnc authors of crimes 
Tffhicn cishonor tho uniform of the Spanish army and dis- 
credit the covernment of tho nation in the eves of civilized 
people. Although from to-dav and forever nas disappeared 
Ibe illusory hope which some of the optimists conceived on 
meeinEGeneralFrimattbeheadof our files—although from 
to-dav aud forever the bonds of good faith which once united 
ihe republicans with General Prim, are broken—although 
tetween this General and this party there can now never fall 
tiny kind of reconciliation, for tho blood ehed will impede it, 
and we consider him, as he Is, our political enemy—yet we 
cannot believe or pejrsua.de ourselves tbat the Conde tie Kens 
Vili be to-day more cruel with the revolutionaries tban were 
O'Donuell and Gonzales Bravo, or taat It is by his order and 
consent the unfortunate Caroajal has been assassinated in 
the manner it which he baa. Justice. General Prim 1 Jus- 
tice, we ask, for tfce crime committed in the neighborhood of 
Catuila.

frankness and nobleness, for even in crime there can te 
nobleness when it is exempt from hypocrisy. If General 
Trim has given to his snbordinatea the orders to shoot the 
*hief* of the .insurrection who may fall into their hands as 
prisoners, without proper proceedings or defence or any or 
those le<>al preliminaries all clr.Jized nations are accustomed 
to adopt before pronouncing the dread sentence of death 
mgainsi abuman beiag, let us fcnowsoat ooce,soaBnot.to 
throw the tremendous fault upon th» mere instruments of 
anch crueltr. and so that we- may not be surprised nor 
mitoDished when we see recompense conceded to the exccu- 
Gojiers for having complied with the duties of the office they 
fare accepted. In this way all tho fault will fall on the 
nuperior chief who decreed the sentence beforehand. Bat 
if General Prim has not dven these orders, nor the govern- 
ment, authorized them, they have the unavoidable necessity

ENGLAND. 


The Differenco Between American and British 


National Prosperity. 


LONDON, Oct. IT, 1889. 


In discussing the rise of America and the gradual 


bnt very sure decadence of England there is one 
point which I think both Journalists and travellers 
omit to note. It IB this:—in your country the whole 
mass of the population, high and low, rich and 
poor, the upper ten and the lower millions, have but 
one common national interest to serve, one common 
Dbject, which Is that of ths prosperity of tlie whole 
republic to advance. I don't say that you all go 
about this in the same way. 
Ton have your 


fliorerencea of political opinion, and you Tvlll 
always have them. Without them the government 
of your great country would subside Into the most 
objectionable form ofclass, or even family, rule. Bnt 
there Is not In the States—and how thanEfnl you all 
ought to be for it—that determined clashing of class 
interests which Is .the cnrse and must ever prove 
the ruin of countries governed as England la, by an 
hereditary aristocracy. It la this never-ending war- 
tare between class and class,'between those born of 
nigh family and thoseofhurnbleorigln, that Is the real 
Bore, the true and incurable cancer, which is eating 
away the vital parts of the nation. Thus that which 
the landed gentry wish to maintain, and which they 


• flght to support, Is no doubt tne ruin of the laboring 
classes. The rise of the latter mast cause the fan 
and decay of tha former; and it is in this "light, and 
keeping this groat fact before your eyes—a fact 
•which Englishmen most determinedly Ignore- 
that you should read 
the current history 
of 


England, to say nothing of the troubles of Ireland, 
and it is with these remarks that I shall introduce' 
the subject which is now the most important of the 
day. 


It is the Irish land qnestlon. In this, as in every 


other proposed change or reform in England, there 
are two interests to be consulted. In America the 
welfare of the greatest number would be the kev- 
note by which old iniquito us laws would be swept 
away and new regulations mtrodaced. But it is 
not so here. The Irish peasants are, of course, by 
rat the most numerous body of men that have vital 
interests at stake; but the landowners are by many 
degrees the most aristocratic, and of course the 
more wealthy. In a word it is the old story ol class 
fighting against class, or interests clashing; wits 
other interests, of the lives or millions or poor 
against the wealth and noble blood of hundreds or 
rich.

Tlie Austro-JIungarlsa monarchy may truly be 


called a realm of infinite variety and of unexpected 
surprises. Before 1S6G Austria was a bundle or na- 
tionmtttej, languages and religions, held together by 
the stern will of the House of Hapsburg. After tne 
crushing defeat of Sadowa It was found that the 
bundle was too large to be kept together by the 
strongest bands. Venice was cast out entirely and 
the empire divided Into two parts. So Pesth was 
given the taaS of managing tho populations east of 
the river Leitha, or what is tnown In history as tho 
Ciown of St. Stephan, now usually called Translel- 
thaula, or the country beyond the Leitha. To Vienna 
was assigned the government of the populations west 
of the Leitha, or Clsleithanla. By this arrangement 
which Count Beust effected with the Hungarians it 
may be said that a new form of government has 
been introduced into tne world. Caisarlsm, oligar- 
chies, constitutional monarchies, confederations, 
have all had their day, and some of them have it 
still. Bnt this is, I believe, the first time ia history 
that dualism 
has round 
an 
organized 
and 


acknowledged political existence. In the philoso- 
phical and religious systems of ail races, both civil- 
ized and savage, dualism has found a place. Tho 
Ormuzd and Arimaues of the ancient Persians are 
Known to every student.

The Tyrol and 
Upper Austria, which Is the hotbed or ultramon- 
tanism, is in the opposition. Two-thirds of Bohemia, 
whicn is imbued with Hussltlsm and ideas or reform- 
ing tue Church on a national basis. Is m an opposi- 
tion of the sternest and fiercest character. All 
Austrian Poland, with the exception or a Tew of tne 
nobility wno are bound to Vienna by ties of interest, 
is in the opposition. Southern Austria, which has a

If there were a unity or purpose among them 
the government, of course, could not stand, at least 
on a constitutional basis. This division and the 
overruling of majorities by cleverly manipulated 
minorities is the only means the government nas of 
keeping on its lags—a poor means of support.

elegant portico which stands ont from the elevation, 
with plain double columns dunking tnch-Biilu. ami 
a heavy transom with the words, In sculptured mar- 
ble, "Ninth National Banter' together with the mus- 
eive frieze, <ne bow cornice, tbe solid quoins and 
the fancy rustic work, forma a fitting front, sur- 
rounding a marble stairway passing into the great 
ban leading to the banting quarters in the rear. 
Double columns are continued on the second story 
above the portico, where they support a plain Ro- 
man pediment. Double pilasters also ascend be- 
tw«en the windows, and the carving Is elaborate and 
to good taste. The cornices terminate In cap stones 
fantastically wrought, and other details in the con- 
BCrucilon indicate that the Westchester marble Has 
been moulded by an artist's hand. 


Thirteen feet below the curb slnR tas foundations, 
resting on a bed of concrete, tying two feet in water. 
The granite plera unon which tne columns and side 
walls stand are constructed in the pyramidal shape. 
The walls in the cellar have a thickness, after leaving 
iho foundation, of 5 feet 10 inches, and reaching the 
basement continue with 2 feet 4 Inches, In the first 
story 2 feet, in too third I foot 8 inches, and the re- 
mainder to the roof 16 inches. The building Is 102 
feet deep by 52 feet 6 inches on Broadway; la to have 
flve stories, and will reach a height of us feet, In- 
ducing the Mansard roof contemplated.

Here Is an apartment, if quadrangular 
that would be so feet square, with brick arches, iron 
beams and girders, and the most durable and solid 
masonry. The clear height will be 50 feet and 
the apartment will be covered by a dome of iron 
framework, fitted with clear, transparent glass. 
Two heavy iron girders, each weighing seven and a 
half tons, rest npon the masonry that is designed to 
support the iron roof and open skylight. This room, 
when finished In the Dne foreign marbles, wain- 
scoted and frescoed, will be as elegant's vestibule 
as is now Jrnawn in the city. From the point where 
the hall enters the apartment the railing which will 
enclose the clerks and tellers will sweep around In 
the form of me letter U, affording a complete view 
of ail the moneyed operations of the cashier and 
president, whose rooms adjoin to southward and 
eastward, facing on Broadway. The rest of the first 
fioor win be occupied for book rooms, dressing 
rooms, ward rooms, water closets, Ac. Tbe remain- 
der of the upper floors are to be leased for offices and 
general business purposes. Equally lofty will be tbe 
ceilings In all the upper stories. The second floor has 
a heiscc of 16 feet4 Inches, the third 14 feet* 
Inches, the fourth 12 feet 4 inches and the flftn 
12 feet. The building la six stories high. The 
windows throughout are 14 feet 6 inches in 
height, and, with the exception of the narrow 
pilasters, tae wnole facade will present an almost 
unbroken front of glass. No vaults are to be con- 
structed, the owners feeling satisfied that they are 
not as secure aa iron safes made after the beat pat- 
terns.

Colonel Chariea K. Gardner died In Washington 


city on the 1st of November, la the elgbty-third year 
of his age. He was born In Xew Jersey, and entered 
the army as ensign of the Sixth United States infantry 
in May. 1S08. He subsequently served as captgin In 
the Third united Slates artillery and major of the 
Twenty-third United States infantry, in the war of 
1813 he was especially prominent and efficient as 
adjutant General of the Division of the aorta, under 
Major General Brown. He participated m the bat- 
tles of Chrysler's Fields. Chippewa and Niagara, and 
at the siege and defence or Fort Erie. At the battle 
of Siagara, when General ecott was severely 
wounded and bleeding profusely.

We remained in tnjg position 
ou a space twelve feet squaro eisruty hoars, every 
man patiently bearing his sufferings. Meantime 
we drifted to the boat and two of the men were yet 
alive, but nearly exhausted, we were now sairer- 
inz with hunger iud thirst, the sea breaking on us 
moat ot the time. At two P. M. on datnrday we 
were taxen oil by Captain .'. S. Crosbr, of acaooner 
Ralph Souder. of liastport, Me., from" Philadelphia 
bound to Barbados,' who treated us witii every 
poSiiule tlndnass which one fgllovr beinir could 
bestow on a suffering brother.

humbugs roosted, between Prince and Houston 


. 8Ja.? °f Broadway., has been 


elegant portico which stands ont from the elevation, 
with plain double columns dunking tnch-Biilu. ami 
a heavy transom with the words, In sculptured mar- 
ble, "Ninth National Banter' together with the mus- 
eive frieze, <ne bow cornice, tbe solid quoins and 
the fancy rustic work, forma a fitting front, sur- 
rounding a marble stairway passing into the great 
ban leading to the banting quarters in the rear. 
Double columns are continued on the second story 
above the portico, where they support a plain Ro- 
man pediment. Double pilasters also ascend be- 
tw«en the windows, and the carving Is elaborate and 
to good taste. The cornices terminate In cap stones 
fantastically wrought, and other details in the con- 
BCrucilon indicate that the Westchester marble Has 
been moulded by an artist's hand. 


Thirteen feet below the curb slnR tas foundations, 
resting on a bed of concrete, tying two feet in water. 
The granite plera unon which tne columns and side 
walls stand are constructed in the pyramidal shape. 
The walls in the cellar have a thickness, after leaving 
iho foundation, of 5 feet 10 inches, and reaching the 
basement continue with 2 feet 4 Inches, In the first 
story 2 feet, in too third I foot 8 inches, and the re- 
mainder to the roof 16 inches.

The clear height will be 50 feet and 
the apartment will be covered by a dome of iron 
framework, fitted with clear, transparent glass. 
Two heavy iron girders, each weighing seven and a 
half tons, rest npon the masonry that is designed to 
support the iron roof and open skylight. This room, 
when finished In the Dne foreign marbles, wain- 
scoted and frescoed, will be as elegant's vestibule 
as is now Jrnawn in the city. From the point where 
the hall enters the apartment the railing which will 
enclose the clerks and tellers will sweep around In 
the form of me letter U, affording a complete view 
of ail the moneyed operations of the cashier and 
president, whose rooms adjoin to southward and 
eastward, facing on Broadway. The rest of the first 
fioor win be occupied for book rooms, dressing 
rooms, ward rooms, water closets, Ac. Tbe remain- 
der of the upper floors are to be leased for offices and 
general business purposes. Equally lofty will be tbe 
ceilings In all the upper stories. The second floor has 
a heiscc of 16 feet4 Inches, the third 14 feet* 
Inches, the fourth 12 feet 4 inches and the flftn 
12 feet. The building la six stories high. The 
windows throughout are 14 feet 6 inches in 
height, and, with the exception of the narrow 
pilasters, tae wnole facade will present an almost 
unbroken front of glass. No vaults are to be con- 
structed, the owners feeling satisfied that they are 
not as secure aa iron safes made after the beat pat- 
terns. The architect is E, L. Roberts, and the 
builder John E. Sidman.

ST-KEET3—COST. KJCtGDING GROUNDS, $500 000. 
Mr. Lormg Andrews has put up an elegant white 
marble front on BeeKman street, corner or Cliff. As 
the situation indicates the building is intended as a 
fresh acquisition to the hardware trade cento-inn 
in that vicinity. St. George's lane Ues to Its west- 
ward, and an ample court yard, 60 feet by 55 will 
extend bacs in its rear. The bnildin", siandln? 
alone, as it does, In a locality where most of the stores 
hare & dark, dingy appearance, affords a fine contrast 
with its snrroimcilngs, and, with Its imposing dimen- 
sions and chaste order of treatment, is worthy of 
the half a million to be spent in its complete erec- 
tion.

Cplonel Charles K. Gardner. 


Colonel Chariea K. Gardner died In Washington 


city on the 1st of November, la the elgbty-third year 
of his age. He was born In Xew Jersey, and entered 
the army as ensign of the Sixth United States infantry 
in May. 1S08. He subsequently served as captgin In 
the Third united Slates artillery and major of the 
Twenty-third United States infantry, in the war of 
1813 he was especially prominent and efficient as 
adjutant General of the Division of the aorta, under 
Major General Brown. He participated m the bat- 
tles of Chrysler's Fields. Chippewa and Niagara, and 
at the siege and defence or Fort Erie. At the battle 
of Siagara, when General ecott was severely 
wounded and bleeding profusely. Colonel Gardner 
conveyed the distinguished and gallant hero from 
the battle field. In the year 1818 colonel Gardner 
resigned from the army, after holding the office of 
adjutant 
general 
for 
throe 
years.

Tuo democratic loss, in the next place, ia over 


four thousand on their last year's majority in 
Kings, so that on crossing Spuyten Duyvil they 
have nothing left of Hoffman's majority in the 
State. It appears, however, that while they 
relaxed their efforts in this metropolitan dis- 
trict and its surroundings, where they had no 
fears of-losing anything, they increased their 
efforts in the rural districts, with the fixed 
purpose of gaining tho Legislature, thus 
changing their plan of operations. 


The most remarkable feature in the city 


vote this year is in the splendid rua of Horace 
Greeley. 
He stands ahead of Sigel over 


eighteen hundred votes, whereas it was gen- 
erally supposed that Sigel would have led 
hia ticket by a handsome figure. In the 
Interior, however, where we had supposed 
Greeley would be very strong, he seems to be 
comparatively weak—a mystery which per- 
haps may be solved by his compromising 
policy on lager beer and his bail for Jeff Davis 
and some other things of that sort. 
. To sum up the general results in the State, 
they will signify practically little or nothing 
without a change in the Legislature, which, 
according to our lates returns, appears to be 
more strongly republican on joint ballot than 
the last. 


Our returns from Massachusetts show no 


material change in the general result com- 
pared with that of last November, while in 
New Jersey and Wisconsin the comparative 
gains seem to be on the republican side. In 
Illinois the election was limited to a constitu- 
tutional and county officers' convention, and 
the results are therefore of but little conse- 
quence one way or the other. Minnesota has 
doubtless gone republican, aa usual, and 
Maryland democratic by a reduced majority.

in September -to these of November compara- 
tive apathy and indifference among the people 
have prevailed and a short vote has been in 
every case the result.

Tho Telegraph and the Government. 
Tho centralization of power in the hands of 


Individuals of vast wealth or of wealthy cor- 
porations is the tendency of the age, and may, 
unless carefully watched and checked, prove 
more injurious to the interests and liberties of 
the people than a political despotism. In no 
case are there greater evila to bo apprehended 
than from tho telegraph monopoly. Railroad 
corporations or combinations may tax tho 
public enormously for travel or transportation 
of freight to pay dividends on inflated stock— 
on stock watered three or four times over, and 
raising it several hundred per cent over the 
original cost of the roads—but this is not as 
great an evil aa imposing a ' heavy tax 
upon the business communications, social 
intercourse, 
news 
and 
intelligence 
of 


the 
whole 
community. 
Yet 
this 
is 


so under the existing telegraph monopoly. 
The tariff of charges is based upon a stock 
three or four hundred per cent in nominal 
value over the capital actually expended. One 
great company has absorbed nearly all the 
other telegraph companies, and by this skilful 
combination has been enabled to charge what- 
ever it wishes. The power of this ono is so 
great that hardly any other can exist. Com- 
petition in out of the question. 
The people 


have no remedy, for they must use tho tele- 
graph, and are compelled to pay whatever the 
monopoly demands. Neither State nor fed- 
eral laws can reach the monopolists, and the 
public has no protection. 


If this business were like the ordinary busi- 


ness in trade or commerce, where people can 
have their choice in dealing, where they, can 
make their own bargains or transfer their cus- 
tom from one place to another to suit them- 
selves and their pockets, government interfe- 
rence would be out of the question. 
Or if the 


business of telegraphing were merely local or 
limited in its operations the argument against 
government supervision or control might have 
some reason in it; but it is as extensive as the 
republic, intersects every State and Territory 
and involves the interests of every citizen. It 
is as broadly national and general ia use as 
the Post Office. 'Ia fact, the time is near when 
it must be used as widely and as much as the 
mails are, and when it will, to a very great ex- 
tent, supersede the postal service. How absurd, 
then, to suppose this mighty agent of ev.ery- 
day life, intelligence and civilization can remain 
in the hands of an irresponsible private mo- 
nopoly ! How ridiculous to talk of its being 
under the control of a few individuals i The pub- 
lic interests demand that the government snail 
take possession of and control the telegraph. 
It is folly to talk of the vested interests of a 
few men and stock speculators when the wel- 
fare of the whole community and cheap com- 
munication throughout every section of the 
country aro in question. 
Besides, the gov- 


ernment will be under the necessity of 
connecting the telegraph system with the 
postal 
service soon, or the latter will 


become a heavy burden upon the Trea- 
sury. 
With the progress of telegraphing 


the Post Office in less than ten years will not 
pay half the expense of supporting it if the 
telegraph be not under the management of 
government. 
Aa to tne argument of the 


present telegraph monopolists that the rate of 
charges could not be materially reduced under 
government control, that is' all bosh. They 
make the business pay well on a stock 
watered three or four hundred per cent. We 
are satisfied the rate of charges need not bo 
over a third of what it is now under proper 
government management. What a vast saving 
this would be tp the public ! Congress should 
at once adopt the necessary measures, either 
by purchasing the existing lines at a fair valu- 
ation, based upon their cost, or establish anew 
and general system of its own. This ia one of 
tho most important and necessary measures of 
the time and should be taken up without delay.

Tho country has reason to be gratified with 


tho official exhibit of the national finances as 
given in the November statement of tho Trea- 
sury Department. A steady diminution of the 
debt continues. Ev-ory month shows a decrease, 
and for the last month that amounts to over 
seven 
millions of 
dollars, according 
to 


tho way in which the Secretary arrays

figures.

because he excludes thePaciScEailroad bonds 
or debt as a part of the public debt, which Mr. 
MeCulloch always Included. Still the debt has 
been actually diminished, including the bonds 
issued to the Pacific Railroad and the interest 
accrued thereon. 
We cannot see why Mr. 


Boutwell does not include these as a part of 
the public debt. There is little doubt that the 
government will have to pay the Pacific Rail- 
road bonds in the end, and it now has to pay 
regularly the interest on them, notwithstanding 
the enormous grants of land to the company-and 
th'e vast earnings of the road. The amount of 
interest paid and that accrued is upwards of 
sis millions of dollars, while' the drawback on 
that for transportation of mails and other 
services is less than two millions. Of course 
the company has paid no money, and, we sup- 
pose, never will pay any. Though a great and 
necessary'work, it is a stupendous job, and 
tho people will have to pay both principal and 
interest, while the managers and stockholders 
become wealthy from the proceeds. 
The 


Pacific Railroad bonds should be included in 
.our national indebtedness. 


There is within a fraction of ninety millions 


of gold ia the Treasury, exclusive of gold cer- 
tificates. 
There is sufficient to buy up and 


cancel over a hundred millions of five-twenties, 
which if so applied would save six millions in 
gold a year in interest to the Treasury. Why, 
then, keap this vast sum locked up and unpro- 
ductive? The hoarding it does not facilitate 
specie payments. 
Selling it gradually might 


bring down the premium on gold considerably. 
Although the Secretary continues to sell eight 
millions a month in the market, the accumula- 
tion in the Treasury goes on. If Mr. Bout- 
well's vaults were empty to-day he would have 
a surplus at the end of the month, for the 
revenue receipts in gold come in steadily and 
faster than the demand for paying coin interest 
on the debt. It must continue to be so from 
the very nature of our trade and the increas- 
ing demand all the time for foreign importa- 
tions as population, wealth and commerce 
increase. 
There is no necessity for hoarding 


gold in the Treasury. The Secretary only 
needs a few millions on hand at any time as 
a check upon the gold speculators. All the 
rest—nearly the whole of the ninety millions 
now on hand—is dead capital and a loss to 
the country of six millions of gold a year. If 
the reserve of the precious metal in the Trea- 
sury could have the effect of facilitating specie 
payments, or of being the representative of our 
currency, as the reserve in the Bank of England 
is, there would be reason in holding it for that 
purpose; but it has no such effect. 
The con- 


sequence is the interest on this vast amount of 
dead capital is lost to the country. 
Will Mr. 


Boutsvell consider this, and adapt his financial 
policy to the laws of political economy and 
common sense ? 


Franco—The Emperor's Policy. 


It will bo seen from a cable despatch which 


we print this morning that a rumor of some 
weeks' standing, and which has already ap- 
peared in tbe HEEAED, has been revived. The 
Emperor Napoleon is bent on a general Euro- 
pean disarmament. It is expected that on the 
occasion of the opening of the Chambers on the 
29th inst. he will make the subject a promi- 
nent feature of his address. It is said that 
when Lord Clarendon was last at the Tuileries 
the matter was discussed, and that his lord- 
ship was able to say that the British govern- 
ment would heartily endorse such a policy. 
General Fleury, it is also said, has gone to St. 
Petersburg to express the Emperor's views 
and to induce the Czar to back them up. It 
is supposed that Prussia alone of the great 
Powers will be unwilling to disarm to any 
great extent. It is not our opinion that if 
disarmament is at all heartily gone into by 
the other great Powers Prussia will stand in 
the way. If by this means Napoleon expects 
to embarrass Prussia it is our opinion he will 
count without his host. Disarmament, how- 
ever, has become a necessity, and, if carried 
out, it will bo a blessing to Europe. 
To our 


mind the news is mainly valuable for the 
evidence it furnishes that the Emperor, yield- 
ing to increasing infirmities, has given up the 
rote of war.

rFEio Dalmatian Trouble. 


it appears tnat the military operations com- 


menced by Austria in Dalmatia have been 
suspended in consequence of a heavy enow 
fall. This little affair which has broken out 
on the eastern shores of the Adriatic, what- 
ever may be its final result, revives some 
almost forgotten, memories. 
Dalmatia, in 


ancient times, was at once much larger and 
much more important than it is now con- 
sidered. Dalmatia proper includes not only 
the Austrian portion on the coast, but more 
inland provinces of Turkey called the Herze- 
govina. 
Tho whole of this ancient domain 


fell into the hands of the Romans in the time 
of Augustus, after a struggle of near a hun- 
dred years. The Emperor Diocletian was 
wont to reside there at his palace at Spalato. 
It was lost to the Romans about the year 620. 
For some time a portion of the country was 
under the protection of Venice. In the six- 
teenth century it fell into the hands of the 
Turks, who ruled it for some one hundred 
years. 
In 1797, by the treaty of Campo 


Formio, Austria came into possession of that 
portion which she now holds, and which bears' 
the ancient name. 
From 1805 to 1813 this 


portion was under the sway of Napoleon. 
Marshal Soult, it will be remembered, was 
created by Napoleon Duke of Dalmatia. 
The 


fact that risings have taken place in Turkish 
as well as Austrian territory is explained by 
the fact that the inhabitants of Dalmalia, 
Herzegovina and Servia all belong to the 
same Slavic race and speak the same dialect. 
Their sympathies are rather with Russia than 
with Austria or Turkey; but they are enthu- 
siastic lovers of liberty and independence. It 
appears that the present trouble has arisen 
out of an attempt on the part of the Austrian 
government to enforce the provisions of tho 
new military law. In virtue of some privi- 
leges granted them while uudeV the rule of 
the Venetian republic the inhabitants claim 
exemption from military service. The spirit 
of insurrection is contagious, and Turkish and 
Austrian subjects have got strangely mixed 
up. With this statement of the case we can 
easily understand the nature of the alliance 
which has just been entered into by Austria 
and Turkey; nor is the rumored jealousy of 
Russia any longer a mystery. 


Gladstune's teeter on tho Irish Questlous. 
Ireland, as reported by our cable tele- 


grams yesterday, remains deeply excited 
by a popular and widespread 
agitation, 


the tendency of which is primarily poli- 
tical, but having in reality a vast plan 
of social reform or constitutional revolu- 
tionary change in view. 
Munstcr has just 


mada an imposing demonstration in Limerick, 
while Ulster displays her strength in a "moral 
force" form in Cavan, the hereditary focus of 
an anti-national sentiment and feudal op- 
pression since the days of tho disarma- 
ment of the Irish volunteers, the rebel- 
lion of 1798, and tho final execution of 
thp act of the legislative union with Great 
Britain. The men of Limerick, recollecting 
their history of the British "treaty," violated" 
in such a sudden and fatal manner by Gen- 
eral Ginkle, demand the release of Irish pri- 
soners convicted of participating in aa armed 
rebellion against the crown. The men of tho 
Northwest, being much more economic in their 
Tiabits and less impulsive in their mode of 
action, ask a fairly adjusted parliamentary 
measure for the settlement and future defini- 
tion of the relations existing between landlord 
and tenant, securing a fixity of tenure to the 
latter during the term of his agreement, with 
the certainty of compensation on the termina- 
tion of his lease, according to valuation, for 
any solid improvements which he may have 
made on the farm during his occupancy. 


Both these subjects have thus beea pre- 


sented directly to the Premier of England 
for his consideration. Mr. Gladstone's letter 
of reply, which reached us by mail and 
appeared in our columns yesterday, treats 
each officially on behalf of the Cabinet. He 
draws a strict 
line of demarcation be- 


tween the rights of Ireland and the duty of 
the Executive in the enforcement of the laws, 
in the words, "It is known to the govern- 
ment that the Fenian conspiracy is not extinct 
either in the United Kingdom or in America. 
To rise to incite insurrection against the gov- 
ernment of this country and its public order is 
ever to be regarded as a great crime; to pro- 
mote it would be & crime not less great. Our 
enlightened Sovereign and Parliament have 
just granted to Ireland one great measure of 
conciliation and justice. We cannot doubt 
that legislation conceived in the same spirit 
upon every Irish question of vital importance 
will continue, and that the gradual but sure 
result will be to bind in harmony all classes of 
the Irish people." This expression presents 
the true mission of a constitutional statesman, 
and we have no doubt that Mr. Gladstone, 
supported by the solid good sense of the peo- 
ple of England and Scotland, will persevere in 
his elaboration and advocacy of measures of 
practical reform until Ireland shall stand side 
by side—as her sons have in the darkest mo- 
ment's of Britain's power on the battle field— 
with the inhabitants of the other portions of 
the empire at home, "regenerated" and "dis- 
enthralled," as citizens, industrious tenants 
and freemen. It is their right. They will 
have it if they observe the law.

Tuo democratic loss, in the next place, ia over 


four thousand on their last year's majority in 
Kings, so that on crossing Spuyten Duyvil they 
have nothing left of Hoffman's majority in the 
State. It appears, however, that while they 
relaxed their efforts in this metropolitan dis- 
trict and its surroundings, where they had no 
fears of-losing anything, they increased their 
efforts in the rural districts, with the fixed 
purpose of gaining tho Legislature, thus 
changing their plan of operations. 


The most remarkable feature in the city 


vote this year is in the splendid rua of Horace

. To sum up the general results in the State, 
they will signify practically little or nothing 
without a change in the Legislature, which, 
according to our lates returns, appears to be 
more strongly republican on joint ballot than 
the last. 


Our returns from Massachusetts show no 


material change in the general result com- 
pared with that of last November, while in 
New Jersey and Wisconsin the comparative 
gains seem to be on the republican side. In 
Illinois the election was limited to a constitu- 
tutional and county officers' convention, and 
the results are therefore of but little conse- 
quence one way or the other. Minnesota has 
doubtless gone republican, aa usual, and 
Maryland democratic by a reduced majority. 


From the elections of Vermont and Maine 


in September -to these of November compara- 
tive apathy and indifference among the people 
have prevailed and a short vote has been in 
every case the result. There have beea ia 
these elections no national candidates in the 
field and no national issues directly involved, 
except in Ohio, where the question of the rati- 
fication of the fifteenth amendment brought out 


very respectable popular vote, resulting 


m the success of the amendment. 
We see, 


too, that, looking over the whole field from 
September to November, tbe administration of 
President Grant substantially holds the ground

Tho Telegraph and the Government. 
Tho centralization of power in the hands of 


Individuals of vast wealth or of wealthy cor- 
porations is the tendency of the age, and may, 
unless carefully watched and checked, prove 
more injurious to the interests and liberties of 
the people than a political despotism. In no 
case are there greater evila to bo apprehended 
than from tho telegraph monopoly. Railroad 
corporations or combinations may tax tho 
public enormously for travel or transportation 
of freight to pay dividends on inflated stock— 
on stock watered three or four times over, and 
raising it several hundred per cent over the 
original cost of the roads—but this is not as 
great an evil aa imposing a ' heavy tax 
upon the business communications, social 
intercourse, 
news 
and 
intelligence 
of 


the 
whole 
community. 
Yet 
this 
is 


so under the existing telegraph monopoly. 
The tariff of charges is based upon a stock 
three or four hundred per cent in nominal 
value over the capital actually expended. One 
great company has absorbed nearly all the 
other telegraph companies, and by this skilful 
combination has been enabled to charge what- 
ever it wishes. The power of this ono is so 
great that hardly any other can exist. Com- 
petition in out of the question. 
The people 


have no remedy, for they must use tho tele- 
graph, and are compelled to pay whatever the 
monopoly demands. Neither State nor fed- 
eral laws can reach the monopolists, and the 
public has no protection. 


If this business were like the ordinary busi- 


ness in trade or commerce, where people can 
have their choice in dealing, where they, can 
make their own bargains or transfer their cus- 
tom from one place to another to suit them- 
selves and their pockets, government interfe- 
rence would be out of the question. 
Or if the 


business of telegraphing were merely local or 
limited in its operations the argument against 
government supervision or control might have 
some reason in it; but it is as extensive as the 
republic, intersects every State and Territory 
and involves the interests of every citizen. It 
is as broadly national and general ia use as 
the Post Office. 'Ia fact, the time is near when 
it must be used as widely and as much as the 
mails are, and when it will, to a very great ex- 
tent, supersede the postal service. How absurd, 
then, to suppose this mighty agent of ev.ery- 
day life, intelligence and civilization can remain 
in the hands of an irresponsible private mo- 
nopoly ! How ridiculous to talk of its being 
under the control of a few individuals i The pub- 
lic interests demand that the government snail 
take possession of and control the telegraph. 
It is folly to talk of the vested interests of a 
few men and stock speculators when the wel- 
fare of the whole community and cheap com- 
munication throughout every section of the 
country aro in question. 
Besides, the gov- 


ernment will be under the necessity of 
connecting the telegraph system with the 
postal 
service soon, or the latter will 


become a heavy burden upon the Trea- 
sury. 
With the progress of telegraphing 


the Post Office in less than ten years will not 
pay half the expense of supporting it if the 
telegraph be not under the management of 
government. 
Aa to tne argument of the 


present telegraph monopolists that the rate of 
charges could not be materially reduced under 
government control, that is' all bosh. They 
make the business pay well on a stock 
watered three or four hundred per cent. We 
are satisfied the rate of charges need not bo 
over a third of what it is now under proper 
government management. What a vast saving 
this would be tp the public ! Congress should 
at once adopt the necessary measures, either 
by purchasing the existing lines at a fair valu- 
ation, based upon their cost, or establish anew 
and general system of its own. This ia one of 
tho most important and necessary measures of 
the time and should be taken up without delay. 


air. UontwoM'g ijmit Monthly Statement of 


the pablio Debt. 


Tho country has reason to be gratified with 


tho official exhibit of the national finances as 
given in the November statement of tho Trea- 
sury Department. A steady diminution of the 
debt continues. Ev-ory month shows a decrease, 
and for the last month that amounts to over 
seven 
millions of 
dollars, according 
to 


tho way in which the Secretary arrays 
.his 
figures. 
We say according to the 


way ia wfiich 
he 
arrays 
his 
figures, 


because he excludes thePaciScEailroad bonds 
or debt as a part of the public debt, which Mr. 
MeCulloch always Included. Still the debt has 
been actually diminished, including the bonds 
issued to the Pacific Railroad and the interest 
accrued thereon. 
We cannot see why Mr. 


Boutwell does not include these as a part of 
the public debt. There is little doubt that the 
government will have to pay the Pacific Rail- 
road bonds in the end, and it now has to pay 
regularly the interest on them, notwithstanding 
the enormous grants of land to the company-and 
th'e vast earnings of the road. The amount of 
interest paid and that accrued is upwards of 
sis millions of dollars, while' the drawback on 
that for transportation of mails and other 
services is less than two millions. Of course 
the company has paid no money, and, we sup- 
pose, never will pay any. Though a great and 
necessary'work, it is a stupendous job, and 
tho people will have to pay both principal and 
interest, while the managers and stockholders 
become wealthy from the proceeds. 
The 


Pacific Railroad bonds should be included in 
.our national indebtedness. 


There is within a fraction of ninety millions 


of gold ia the Treasury, exclusive of gold cer- 
tificates. 
There is sufficient to buy up and 


cancel over a hundred millions of five-twenties, 
which if so applied would save six millions in 
gold a year in interest to the Treasury. Why, 
then, keap this vast sum locked up and unpro- 
ductive? The hoarding it does not facilitate 
specie payments. 
Selling it gradually might 


bring down the premium on gold considerably. 
Although the Secretary continues to sell eight 
millions a month in the market, the accumula- 
tion in the Treasury goes on. If Mr. Bout- 
well's vaults were empty to-day he would have 
a surplus at the end of the month, for the 
revenue receipts in gold come in steadily and 
faster than the demand for paying coin interest 
on the debt. It must continue to be so from 
the very nature of our trade and the increas- 
ing demand all the time for foreign importa- 
tions as population, wealth and commerce 
increase. 
There is no necessity for hoarding 


gold in the Treasury. The Secretary only 
needs a few millions on hand at any time as 
a check upon the gold speculators. All the 
rest—nearly the whole of the ninety millions 
now on hand—is dead capital and a loss to 
the country of six millions of gold a year. If 
the reserve of the precious metal in the Trea- 
sury could have the effect of facilitating specie 
payments, or of being the representative of our 
currency, as the reserve in the Bank of England 
is, there would be reason in holding it for that 
purpose; but it has no such effect. 
The con- 


sequence is the interest on this vast amount of 
dead capital is lost to the country. 
Will Mr. 


Boutsvell consider this, and adapt his financial 
policy to the laws of political economy and 
common sense ? 


Franco—The Emperor's Policy. 


It will bo seen from a cable despatch which 


we print this morning that a rumor of some 
weeks' standing, and which has already ap- 
peared in tbe HEEAED, has been revived. The 
Emperor Napoleon is bent on a general Euro- 
pean disarmament. It is expected that on the 
occasion of the opening of the Chambers on the 
29th inst. he will make the subject a promi- 
nent feature of his address. It is said that 
when Lord Clarendon was last at the Tuileries 
the matter was discussed, and that his lord- 
ship was able to say that the British govern- 
ment would heartily endorse such a policy. 
General Fleury, it is also said, has gone to St. 
Petersburg to express the Emperor's views 
and to induce the Czar to back them up. It 
is supposed that Prussia alone of the great 
Powers will be unwilling to disarm to any 
great extent. It is not our opinion that if 
disarmament is at all heartily gone into by 
the other great Powers Prussia will stand in 
the way. If by this means Napoleon expects 
to embarrass Prussia it is our opinion he will 
count without his host. Disarmament, how- 
ever, has become a necessity, and, if carried 
out, it will bo a blessing to Europe. 
To our 


mind the news is mainly valuable for the 
evidence it furnishes that the Emperor, yield- 
ing to increasing infirmities, has given up the 
rote of war.

The 
tar composition pavement on Fifth avenue is 
entitled to the distinction of being the worst we 
have. Herein we see the inevitable character- 
istic of our metropolis. Other cities have the 
asphaltum pavement and find it durable and 
excellent in all ways; but when wo come to put 
it down in New York tHera is jobbery and a 
swindle, and our asphaltum becomes gome- 
thing very like pine tar. The new pavement 
in Broadway is now the best we hava. 


TUB CITT SETTEES.—Can the city afford to

rFEio Dalmatian Trouble. 


it appears tnat the military operations com- 


menced by Austria in Dalmatia have been 
suspended in consequence of a heavy enow 
fall. This little affair which has broken out 
on the eastern shores of the Adriatic, what- 
ever may be its final result, revives some 
almost forgotten, memories. 
Dalmatia, in 


ancient times, was at once much larger and 
much more important than it is now con- 
sidered. Dalmatia proper includes not only 
the Austrian portion on the coast, but more 
inland provinces of Turkey called the Herze- 
govina. 
Tho whole of this ancient domain 


fell into the hands of the Romans in the time 
of Augustus, after a struggle of near a hun- 
dred years. The Emperor Diocletian was 
wont to reside there at his palace at Spalato. 
It was lost to the Romans about the year 620. 
For some time a portion of the country was 
under the protection of Venice. In the six- 
teenth century it fell into the hands of the 
Turks, who ruled it for some one hundred 
years. 
In 1797, by the treaty of Campo 


Formio, Austria came into possession of that 
portion which she now holds, and which bears' 
the ancient name. 
From 1805 to 1813 this 


portion was under the sway of Napoleon. 
Marshal Soult, it will be remembered, was 
created by Napoleon Duke of Dalmatia. 
The 


fact that risings have taken place in Turkish 
as well as Austrian territory is explained by 
the fact that the inhabitants of Dalmalia, 
Herzegovina and Servia all belong to the 
same Slavic race and speak the same dialect. 
Their sympathies are rather with Russia than 
with Austria or Turkey; but they are enthu- 
siastic lovers of liberty and independence. It 
appears that the present trouble has arisen 
out of an attempt on the part of the Austrian 
government to enforce the provisions of tho 
new military law. In virtue of some privi- 
leges granted them while uudeV the rule of 
the Venetian republic the inhabitants claim 
exemption from military service. The spirit 
of insurrection is contagious, and Turkish and 
Austrian subjects have got strangely mixed 
up. With this statement of the case we can 
easily understand the nature of the alliance 
which has just been entered into by Austria 
and Turkey; nor is the rumored jealousy of 
Russia any longer a mystery. 


Gladstune's teeter on tho Irish Questlous. 
Ireland, as reported by our cable tele- 


grams yesterday, remains deeply excited 
by a popular and widespread 
agitation, 


the tendency of which is primarily poli- 
tical, but having in reality a vast plan 
of social reform or constitutional revolu- 
tionary change in view. 
Munstcr has just 


mada an imposing demonstration in Limerick, 
while Ulster displays her strength in a "moral 
force" form in Cavan, the hereditary focus of 
an anti-national sentiment and feudal op- 
pression since the days of tho disarma- 
ment of the Irish volunteers, the rebel- 
lion of 1798, and tho final execution of 
thp act of the legislative union with Great 
Britain. The men of Limerick, recollecting 
their history of the British "treaty," violated" 
in such a sudden and fatal manner by Gen- 
eral Ginkle, demand the release of Irish pri- 
soners convicted of participating in aa armed 
rebellion against the crown. The men of tho 
Northwest, being much more economic in their 
Tiabits and less impulsive in their mode of 
action, ask a fairly adjusted parliamentary 
measure for the settlement and future defini- 
tion of the relations existing between landlord 
and tenant, securing a fixity of tenure to the 
latter during the term of his agreement, with 
the certainty of compensation on the termina- 
tion of his lease, according to valuation, for 
any solid improvements which he may have 
made on the farm during his occupancy. 


Both these subjects have thus beea pre- 


sented directly to the Premier of England 
for his consideration. Mr. Gladstone's letter 
of reply, which reached us by mail and 
appeared in our columns yesterday, treats 
each officially on behalf of the Cabinet. He 
draws a strict 
line of demarcation be- 


tween the rights of Ireland and the duty of 
the Executive in the enforcement of the laws, 
in the words, "It is known to the govern- 
ment that the Fenian conspiracy is not extinct 
either in the United Kingdom or in America. 
To rise to incite insurrection against the gov- 
ernment of this country and its public order is 
ever to be regarded as a great crime; to pro- 
mote it would be & crime not less great. Our 
enlightened Sovereign and Parliament have 
just granted to Ireland one great measure of 
conciliation and justice. We cannot doubt 
that legislation conceived in the same spirit 
upon every Irish question of vital importance 
will continue, and that the gradual but sure 
result will be to bind in harmony all classes of 
the Irish people." This expression presents 
the true mission of a constitutional statesman, 
and we have no doubt that Mr. Gladstone, 
supported by the solid good sense of the peo- 
ple of England and Scotland, will persevere in 
his elaboration and advocacy of measures of 
practical reform until Ireland shall stand side 
by side—as her sons have in the darkest mo- 
ment's of Britain's power on the battle field— 
with the inhabitants of the other portions of 
the empire at home, "regenerated" and "dis- 
enthralled," as citizens, industrious tenants 
and freemen. It is their right. They will 
have it if they observe the law.

Revolutions In tiio Navy—Its 
Efficiency— 


What Admiral Porter Has I>OHO—List o 
Vessels Altered—An Immense Having of Ex 
PCIIBO Accomplished. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 30,1S09. 


There is no question that the most complete revo- 


lution that has ever characterized any branch of the 
public service is that accomplished by Aduiiru 
Porter in his reorganization of the navy. 
Aftei 


about eight months of severe labor he has so per 
fectly reconstructed the entire machinery and char- 
acter of the navy that it never was in a more 
efficient condition, and at tae 
same timo an 


immense saving in keeping up the establish- 
ment has been made. Every vessel in the 
navy Is now a full rigged ship. This item alone 
will bring about a great reduction in the expense of 
Seeping a ship afloat. For instance, the smallesl 
vessel in the service consumed twenty tons of coal 
per day. The price paid for coal in foreign ports is 
twenty-four dollars per ton, an expense or $430 per 
day, $1 J.4CO per mouth, aud $172,500 per year in the 
bare item ol coil. Under the new system every 
class of vessel has full sail power, which will enable 
them to cruise at little expense, and their ataam 
power only to be nsed on extraordinary occasions. 
This important change has been accomplished at an 
expenditure of two millions less than the estimates 
or Mr. Wells, and will, with the navy at its present 
figure, result in a saving of $5,000.000 per annum. 
This change has also brought about a material re- 
duction of engineers and flremen. 


Many other improvements have also been made. 
A regular torpedo system has been organized aud 
new and rormidable boats -Save been constructed 
capable of firing torpedoes under water at the rate 
of one every thirty seconds. 


The Admiral has been industriously at wort in 
these changes, and ail of the draughts or the pro- 
posed remodelling of vessels he either drew Himself 
or personally superintended tnetn. I subjoin a list ol

PKTROLKMJ MARKKT.— ANTWKBP, Nov. 2.— Petro- 
eum closed .uquvu au.U llrm at elf. for auimiiud 


im CEEEff-EYED MOSSIER DT NEW JERSEY 


Almost o. Double Murder—Ono Man KJIlcil 


by a Jealous Husband, Who Also Shoots 
His Wife. 
In tlut sequestered and unfrequented border o 


Sew Jersey which is crowned by the historic Pail 
sacics and washed by the waters of the Hudson river 
at a point nearly opposite the village of Yonkera, a 
deed of blood was perpetrated at an early hour yes- 
terday morning, resulting in the instant deatU of a 
young man, besides tho infliction of injuries on a 
. female that may prove fatal. The flrst inteliigenc 
of the crime was imparted to the Yonkera police 
at about nine o'clock yesterday morning, by a 
man named James Kain, living on the New 
Jersey side of tha river, who informed Sergean 
JFlandrean, who was then in command, that a mur 
der had been committed in his neighborhood. He 
stated that Jobn Dickey, who lived next door to 
him, had WOKS Mm up in the nieht and informed 
him that he had "done for two of them." On hear- 
ing tms he at once went to Dickey's house, and 
there found that a man named Colin Colqultou 
had been shot and killed, and that Dickey's wife 
had also been wounded, she being apparently lu a 
dying condition. Kain further stated that tha mnr- 
aerer had

some 
hours 


previously and had taken the flrst train from 
Yonkers to the city. After the statement of Earn 
had been vouched for a police officer was despatched 
to New York, having in his possession a full descrip- 
tion of the murderer. Not more than two hours had 
elapsed when word was again brought to tne police 
station ihat Dickey had returned from New York on 
the half-past ten o'clock train, and that he hai been 
seen in the village by numerous citizens. At this 
juncture" all the patrolmen of the lores who 
coma . possibly be spared 
Irom 
the polls 
were ordered to scour the village, and in 
this 
they were headed by Sergeant Mangln, 
who seemed determined that the zcanslayei 
should not escape. So closely were the Officers on 
tha murderer's track that on the former arriving at 
Gienwood they saw the object of their search in a, 
boat on the river, having made about one-third of 
the distance to the Jersey shore. Securing another 
boat without delay, roundsman Austin and patrol- 
man Waters quickly disguised themselves, and, 
starting in pursuit, overhauled Dickey, who had a 
doctor m hla boat, and brought him to Yonkers, 
where he is now hew subject to the ciemantis of the 
authorities of Sew Jersey. 


THE SCENE OF TH3 TRASEDT 
yesterday afternoon presented a truly shocking 
appearance, impressive of wild dissipation, ignor- 
ance and lawlessness. In a scantily inrnished and 
comfortless room on the ground floor of a two story, 
rickety frame banding laytheboayofColqubown, as 
he had fallen, pierced through the face with a pistol 
ball. Surrounding the head on the floor was 
a large pool of coagulated blood, evidencing 


I that the leaden messenger in its course had 
severed an important artery. Deceased was dressed 
in Ills ordinary working clothes, having only divested 
Himself of one boot, which stUi remained where 
he had placed it, near the stove. On a rudely con- 
structed taoie, stationed ia a corner or the apart- 
ment, sat a plate, on which were some bread aud 
meat, apparently untouched, while on the not over 
clean mantelpiece stood a bottle containing whiskey, 
and Jrom which numerous draughts had evidently 
been taken the previous night.

floor, Dickey's 
wife was 
found lying, 
suf- 
fering intensely 
from 
the 
effects of a shot 
inflicted by her husband immediately after killing 
Colquhown. She also complained ol internal inju- 
ries. The woman is about forty years old, and her 
family consists of three children, the oldest being a 
girl or fourteen. The physician who was being taken 
across the river by Diekey when the latter was 
airested exa'mlued the woman, and found that the 
ball had entered her groin and had Das&ed out 
through the fleshy part of tne thigh, causing a dan- 
serous wound. Marks of violence were also round 
on her body, particularly in the region of the abdo- 
men, which presented a homble mass of bruises. 
It may here oe mentioned that the murdered man 
was a native of Ireland, and had been mtuis country 
but a few mouths. 
His age was about twenty- 
seven. 


HISTOBT OF THE MOBDElt. 
At the place indicated above, and known on the 
Jersey side of the Hudson as the Old Closter dock, 
situated in Harrington township, Bergen county, 
N. J., a rat rendering establishment has been in 
operation for some time. This is owned by parlies 
in New York, for whom Dickey has workea as fore- 
man for same years. Among the men employed was 
the deceased, wno, with a reilow Workman named 
William J. Mooney, boarded with Dickey and occu- 
pied a separate portion of Ws house, and the bloody 
occurrence, as learned from Mooney, who was an 
eyewitness to the murder, is as lohows:—He says 
that Dickey, deceased and himselt were at Yonkers on 
the evening of Monday, and that they all drank 
to some extent, without being intoxicated: that they

I then went to that part of the house occu- 
pied by Dickey, not tbinkimr they were in bed. on 
rapping at the door I found they were all in bed 
except Mrs. Dickey, who asked me what 1 wanted, 
and 1 answered her that I wished something to eat 
and drink. 
She said that I should have it

pan ot the house again. 
In a little while Mrs. 
Dickey came la and placed some bread and meat on 
the'table. Colin was sitting beside me aWhe stove 
on a form, ana Mrs. Dickey too« a seat in front of 
us on a chair at the opposite side of the stove. I had 
jnst commenced to eat some of the bread when 
Dickey walked in, with a revolver in his hand and 
pointing it at Qolm said, "I'll salt ye's now."

Init the report of a pistol at that moment, and not 
wishing to b§ shot, I walked past Dickey, and im- 
mediately on getting outside the door I neard a 
second report.

THE WOUNDED WOMAN'S STOKY. 
Mra. Dickey, on being questioned regarding the 
homicide said:—I was lu bed and the men were 
sitting up. William asked me tor something to eat, 
and, putting on a skirt, I went down stairs. I took 
the men a piece of bread and some meat. 'When I 
went into their room Colin was crying about his wife 
and children in the old country. When my hasband 
came in he said something and then shot Colin and 
me. I was standing at the stove when he shot me. I 
have never wronged my husband in any way. 


STATHUENT OF THK MTrRDEREK- 


On being tfroueht to the police station Dickey, 
after being fully advised of the importance of any- 
thing he might say, made the following voluntary 
statement:—*'I am a native of Ireland; am about 
forty years' of age, and by trade an engineer. I am 
married, and my wile's name is Mary Anne Dickey. 
This morning, about one o'clock, I was awakened 
by a noise made down stairs, where 1 knew my 
boarders were drinking. On reeling for my wife I 
found 
she was not in 
Bed, altaough she 
had come to bed the same time I did. I then took a 
six barrelled revolver from a truuk, and going down 
s.aira I met Mooney. who tried to prevent me from 
getting in the other part or the house. I looked 
through the window aud saw them b jtn on the floor. 
1 went in, with the revolver in my nand, and said W 
Colquhoun, "Ive caught you at last,' aud point- 
las the revolver at him. He said, 'Don't do it.' 
I said, •! cannot help it,' and drawing the trigger 
1 snot mm. I then turned around and said to my 
wile 'I've got you too', but she did not speak, and I 
shot her. 1 did not flre more than once at either or 
them. After the shootmjr was over I caked the 
neighbors and told them what I had done. I did 
not look whether my wife was dead or not, but I 
heard afterwards tnat sue was only scared. At five 
o'clock this morumir I left with a neighbor and 
came to Yonsers, in order to bring a doctor 
to my wire, after which I went to New York and 
tola my boss how matters stood. 
Colciuhoun has 
been boatamg with me for fonr or flve montns and 
Mooiiey about two weeks. I imagined there was 
something wrong between the men aud my wife, 
but I could not and it out. When I went to bed in 
the evening about ten o'clock I was perfectly sober. 
I do not know whether or not f was justified in doing 
what I have done." 


The accused is apparently a man of bnt liltle intel- 
iiscnce. He is'about flve leet six incnea nigh, with 
loug red whiskers, over which a sort of watch is kept 
by a pair of small gray eyes; and the smirking man- 
ner m which he freely answered all questions would 
lead his hearers to believe that he gloried in the no- 
toriety or being a murderer.

Kevolutiona In tiio Navy—Its 
Efficiency— 


What Admiral Porter Has I>OHO—List o 
Vessels Altered—An Immense Having of Ex 
PCIIBO Accomplished. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 30,1S09. 


There is no question that the most complete revo- 


lution that has ever characterized any branch of the 
public service Is tliat accomplished by Aduiiru 
Porter in his reorganization of the navy. 
Aftei 


about eight months of severe labor he has so per 
fectly reconstructed the entire machinery and char- 
acter of the navy that it never was in a more 
efficient condition, and at the same time an 
immense saving in keeping up the establish- 
ment has been made. Every vessel in the 
navy is now a full rigged ship. This item alone 
will bring about a great reduction In the expense of 
Seeping a ship afloat. For instance, the smaliesl 
vessel in the service consumed twenty tons of coal 
per day. The price paid for coal in foreign ports is 
twenty-four dollars per ton, an expense or $430 per 
day, $1 J.4CO per mouth, and $172,500 per year in the 
bare item of coil. Under the new system every 
class of vessel has full sail power, which will enable 
them to cruise at little expense, and their ataam 
power only to ba nsed on extraordinary occasions. 
This important change has been accomplished at an 
expenditure of two millions less than the estimates 
or Mr. Wells, and will, with the navy at its present 
figure, result in a saving of $5,000.000 per annum. 
This change has also brought about a material re- 
dnction of engineers and flremen. 


Many other improvements have also been made. 
A regular torpedo system has been organized and 
new and formidable boats -Save been constructed 
capable of firing torpedoes under water at tne rate 
of one every thirty seconds. 


The Admiral has been industriously at work in 
these changes, and ail of the draughts or the pro- 
posed remodelling of vessels he either drew Himself 
or personally superintended tneai. I subjoin a list ol

ISE CEEEff-EYED MOSSIER DT NEW JERSEY 


Almost a Double Murder—Ono Man KJIlcil 


by a Jealous Husband, Who Also Shoots 
His Wife. 
In that sequestered and unfrequented border o 


Sew Jersey which is crowned by the historic Pali 
sacics and washed by the waters of the Hudson river 
at a point nearly opposite the village of Yonkera, a 
deed of blood was perpetrated at an early hour yes- 
terday morning, resultins in the instant deatU of a 
young: man, besides tho Infliction of injuries on a 
. female that may prove fatal. The flrst inteliigenc 
of the crime was imparted to the Yonkera police 
at about nine o'clocfc yesterday morning, by a 
man named James Kain, living on the New 
Jersey side of tha river, who informed Sergean 
JFlandrean, who was then in command, that a mur 
der had been committed in his neighborhood. He 
stated that Jobn Dickey, who lived next door to 
him, had WOKS Mm up in the nieht and informed 
him that he had "done for two of them." On hear- 
ing tins he at once went to DicKey's house, and 
there found that a man named Colin Colquhon 
had been shot ana Silled, and that Dickey's wife 
had also been wounded, she being apparently ta a 
dying condition. Kain further stated that tha mnr- 
aerer had 
crossed 
tae 
river 
some 
hours 


previously and had taken the flrst train from. 
Yonfters to the city. After the statement of Earn 
had been vouched for a police officer was despatched 
to New York, having in his possession a full descrip- 
tion of the murderer. Not more than two hours had 
elapsed when word was again brought to tne police 
station ihat Dickey had returned from New YorK on 
the half-past ten o'ciocK train, and that he hai been 
seen in the village by numerous citizens. At this 
juncture" all the patrolmen of the lores who 
could . possibly be spared 
Irom 
the polls 
were ordered to scour the village, and in 
this 
they were headed by Sergeant Mangln, 
who seemed determined that the manslayei 
should not escape. So closely were the Officers on 
tha murderer's tract that on the former arriving at 
Gienwood they saw the object of their search in a, 
boat on the river, having made abont one-third of 
the distance to the Jersey shore. Securing another 
boat without delay, roundsman Austin and patrol- 
man Waters qmcKly disguised themselves, and, 
starting in pursuit, overhauled Dickey, who had a 
doctor m ms boat, and brought him to renters, 
where he is now held subject to the clemantis of the 
authorities of Sew Jersey. 


THE SCENE OF TH3 TRASEDT 
yesterday afternoon presented a truly shocking 
appearance, impressive of wild dissipation, ignor- 
ance and lawlessness. In a scantily inrnished and 
comfortless room on the ground floor of a two story, 
rickety frame building laytheboayofColquhown, as 
he had fallen, pierced through the face with a pistol 
ball. Surrounding the head on the floor was 
a large pool of coagulated blood, evidencing 


I that the leaden messenger in its course had 
severed an important artery. Deceased was dressed 
in Ills ordinary working clothes, having only divescecl 
Himself of one boot, which stUi remained where 
he had placed it, near the stove. On a rudely con- 
structed taole, stationed in a corner or the apart- 
ment, sat a plate, on which were some bread and 
meat, apparently untouched, while on the not over 
clean mantelpiece stood a bottle containing whiskey, 
and Jrom which numerous draughts had evidently 
been taken the previous night. 
In another 
portion 
of the bulldlnsr, and on an upper 


floor, Dickey's wife was 
found lying, suf- 
fering intensely 
from 
the 
effects of a shot 
inflicted by her husband immediately after killing 
Colquhown. She also complained ol internal inju- 
ries. The woman is about forty years old, and her 
family consists of three children, the oldest belug a 
girl of fourteen. The physician who was being taken 
across the river by Diekey when the latter was 
arrested exa'mlued the woman, and found that the 
ball had entered her groin and had Das&ed oufe 
through the fleshy part of tne rhlgh, causing a dan- 
serous wound. Marks of violence were also round 
on her body, particularly in tne region of the abdo- 
men, which presented a horrible mass of bruises. 
It may here oe mentioned that the murdered man 
was a native of Ireland, and had been in this country 
but a few mouths. 
His age was about twenty- 
seven. 


HISTORT OF THE JIOBDEB. 
At the place indicated above, and known on the 
Jersey side of the Hudson as the Old Closter dock, 
situated in Harrington township, Bergen county, 
N. J., a fat rendering establishment has been in 
operation for some time. This is owned by parlies 
in New York, for whom Dickey has workeu as fore- 
man for same years. Among the men employed was 
the deceased, wno, with a fellow Workman named 
William J. Mooney, boarded with Dickey and occu- 
pied a separate portion or Ws house, and the bloody 
occurrence, as learned from Mooney, who was an 
eye-witness to the murder, is as loliows:—He says 
that Uickey, deceased and himselt were at Yonkers on 
the evening of Monday, and that they all aranfc 
to some extent, without being intoxicated: that they

I then went to that part of the house occu- 
pied by Dickey, not tbiukimr they were in bed. on 
rapping at the door I found they were all in bed 
except Mrs. Dickey, who asked me what 1 wanted, 
and 1 answered her that I wished something to eat 
and drink.

Dickey came in and placed some bread and meat on 
the'table.

I had 
jnst commenced to eat some of the bread when 
Dickey walked in, with a revolver in his hand and 
pointing it at Qoliu said, "I'll salt ye's now."

mediately on getting outside the door I neard a 
second report.

THE WOUNDED WOMAN'S STOKY. 
Mra. Wckey, on being questioned regarding the 
homicide said:—I was in bed and the men were 
sitting up. William asked me for something to eat, 
and, putting on a skirt, I went down stairs. I took 
the men a piece of bread and some meat. 'When I 
went into their room Colin was crying about his wife 
and children in the old country. When my hasband 
came in he said something and then shot Colin and 
me. I was standing at the stove when he shot me. I 
have never wronged my husband m any way. 


STATHUENT OF THK MtTRDEREK. 


On being ftoueht to the police station Dickey, 
after being fully advised of the importance of any- 
thing he might say, made the following voluntary 
statement:—*'I am a native of Ireland; am about 
forty years' of age, and by trade an engineer. I am 
married, and my wile's name is Mary Anne Dickey. 
This morning, about one o'clock, I was awakened 
by a noise made down stairs, where 1 knew my 
boarders were drinking. On feeling for my wife I 
found 
she was not in 
Bed, altaough she 
had come to bed the same time I did. I then took a 
six barrelled revolver from a truuk, and. going down 
s.aira I met Mooney. who tried to prevent me from 
getting in the other part ol the house. I looked 
through the window aud saw them b jtn on the floor. 
1 went in, with the revolver in my nand, and said w 
Colquhoun, "Ive caught you at last,' and point- 
lag the revolver at him. He said, 'Don't do it.' 
I said, •! cannot help it,' and drawing the trigger 
1 snot mm. I then turned around and said to my 
wile 'I've got you too', but she did not speak, and I 
shot her. 1 did not flre mora than once at either of 
them. After the shootmjr was over I caked the 
neighbors and told them what I had done. I did 
not look whether my wife was dead or not, but I 
heard afterwards tnat sDe was only scared. At five 
o'clock this morumir I left with a neighbor and 
came to Yonsers, in order to bring a doctor 
to my wire, after which I went to New York and 
tola my boss how matters stood. 
Coltiuhoun has 
been boarding with me for fonr or flve montns and 
Moouey about two weeks. I imagined there was 
something wrong between the men aud my wife, 
but I could not and it out. When I went to bed in 
the evening abont ten o'clock I was perfectly sooer. 
I do not know whether or not I was justified in doing 
what I have done." 


The accused is apparently a man of bnt llltle intel- 
ligence. He is'about flve :eet six mcnea nigh, with 
loug red whiskers, over which a sort of watch is kept 
by a pair of small gray eyes; and the smirking man- 
ner m which he freely answered all questions would 
lead his hearers to believe that he gloried in the no- 
toriety or being a murderer.

Having just traversed the line from Calcutta to 


Delhi, and writing from a point only a hundred miles 
ftom Umritslr, I am in a position to give some 
sellable details both as to the ravages ol cliolera 
dm-ing the present season and tne severity or tne 
existing ram.m.e in the Punjab. 


All along tne road from Benares to this city the 


cholera mortality during the past two montushas 
teen very severe. Scarcely a place uas entirely 
escaped, however small; and all the large cities, 
snch as Benares, Allahabad, Luctaow, .igra ana 
Delhi have suffered more or less heavily. At present 
the pestilence is not raging with anything approach- 
tog virulence at anyplace except Liiexnnw, where 
tne European deaths are averaging eight and ten a 
day, and at Unmtsur the death rate has fallen to 
twenty-five (natives) per diem. There is, Inrteed. 
great-reason to hope that the epidemic has. for tha 
present year, pretty well ran itseirout So exact 
estimate can ot coarse yet be formed or the total 
mortality It has entailed daring the past two or 
three months, but the official returns already to 
hand show that it has been much larger than hltaerto 
expected.

DELHI, Sept. 10,1869. 


Having just traversed the line from Calcutta to 


Delhi, and writing from a point only a hundred miles 
ftom Umritslr, I am in a position to give some 
sellable details both as to the ravages ol cliolera 
dm-ing the present season and tne severity or tne 
existing ram.m.e in the Punjab. 


All along tne road from Benares to this city the 


cholera mortality during the past two montushas 
teen very severe. Scarcely a place uas entirely 
escaped, however small; and all the large cities, 
snch as Benares, Allahabad, Luctaow, .igra ana 
Delhi have suffered more or less heavily. At present 
the pestilence is not raging with anything approach- 
tog virulence at anyplace except Liiexnnw, where 
tne European deaths are averaging eight and ten a 
day, and at Unmtsur the death rate has fallen to 
twenty-five (natives) per diem. There is, Inrteed. 
great-reason to hope that the epidemic has. for tha 
present year, pretty well ran itseirout So exact 
estimate can ot coarse yet be formed or the total 
mortality It has entailed daring the past two or 
three months, but the official returns already to 
hand show that it has been much larger than hltaerto 
expected.

This report snows that the rumors that have been

Sarftgossa, heroic Sarasrossa, famous In history,

days of 1808, when they deleaied 20,030 armed Gauls, 
trader the most famous of itie.r geuerals. while Sara- 
Bossa was pining away wn.j hungei; and as these peo- 
ple with their eager eyes aad burning blood crowded 
around him, Castelar made them weep hot tears of 
pride, of love and veueratioa. He so appealed 
to their heart of hearts that they could not 
restrain themselves. He gavo the-words "Viva la 
Hepublica Federal," In his own clear, silver tones, 
and 20,000 men, women ana children caught them 
and volumed them upward to the sky.

Saragossa is the capital of tho tinsdom of °Arra- 


Jt is a city containing To.ooo inhabitants, 
strongly fortified and always well garrisoned, it 
stands on an eminence lu tne middle or a most'fer- 
tile vega, brown at this time or the year with 
stubbie, dusty, yellow looking, crispy grass and

When a man-retires to bed at night deeply im- 


pressed with some great Important event to happen 
on the morrow, throushsome mysterious, nuknown 
cause to me, ha seldom falls to awake at the time 
he had fixed for awaking.

the stern war thslr lorelathers made against Berber 
Tarllc and Moor Almanzor, of the undying heroism 
Of their women durtiia the bard, not to be forgotten 
days of 1808, when they deleaied 20,030 armed Gauls, 
trader the most famous of itie.r geuerals. while Sara- 
Bossa was pining away wn.j hungei; and as these peo- 
ple with their eager eyes aad burning blood crowded 
around him, Castelar made them weep hot tears of 
pride, of love and veneration. He so appealed 
to their heart of hearts that they could not 
restrain themselves. He gavo the-words "Viva la 
Hepublica Federal," In his own clear, silver tones. 
and 20,000 men, women ana children caught them 
and volumed them upward to the sky. But of all 
these things my letter of throe weeks ago told you 
and it also said mat if the revolution came the 
aaragosaanese wou.d not play a mean part lu it. 
Neither have they; for they have done well, fought 
with the same traditional heroism, though under 
^advantages. But they could do no more, for 
military lair had already law Its iron hand upon the 
City before Insurrection had appeared in Arragou. 


Saragossa is the capital of tho kingdom of °Arra- 


uon. Jt is a city containing To.ooo inhabitants, 
strongly fortified and always well garrisoned, it 
stands on an eminence lu tne middle or a most'fer- 
tile vega, brown at this time or the year with 
stubbie, dusty, yellow looking, crispy grass and 
-autumnal coloring of trees. The smiling Ebro rolls 
past the city with a stately aooa, laving tho base of 
the formiJaolo Ar/ajr-mnoe towers and castleated 
mansions of noKe, as well as remnants of Roman 
and Moorish walls, and sweeps under two bridges-

When a man-retires to bed at night deeply im- 


pressed with some great Important event to happen 
on the morrow, throushsome mysterious, nuknown 
cause to me, ha seldom falls to awake at the time 
he had fixed for awaking.
